Payments through the banks in 
midsummer have been running much 
above the record for any season of a 
previous year. 
This is due in part 
/ to the highest prices on record, but 
it also signifies great activity i » pro­ 
duction and trade. The steel industry 
is up close to its capacity in many 
lines, although 
railway 
buying is 
light. 
Export selling has been on 
a good scale, although it would be 
much larger if the credit problem 
was solved. 
In practically all textile 
lines the demand exceeds production, 
and in woolen goods the manufac­ 
turers are naming their prices and 
allotting their product to their reg­ 
ular customers, who gratefully take 
what is assigned to them or beg for 
more. 
Resales are 'above manufac­ 
turers' prices. 
The labor supply has reached a 
state of decided scarcity for women 
as well us men. The agricultural and 
fruit-growing districts, canning fac­ 
tories and all rural employments are 
bidding higher than ever before. The 
steam ers for Europe continue to be 
crowded in their steerage accommo­ 
dations. 
The retail trade is on an enormous 
scale in every part of the country 
Merchants art* bothered to get the 
goods required to meet the demand 
on them, and all accounts agree that 
the demand is for goods of high qual­ 
ity. 
The trade situation controverts 
the claims that high prices are de~ 
priving any considerable portion of 
our people of the comforts of life 
The situation seems to be that the 
buying powder of the people has out­ 
run the rate 
of production. 
They 
need to speed up the latter or save 
more capital for investment in pro 
ductive equipment. 
Ill© crop situation is better than 
a month ago, as the com crop which 
was then in a critical state was saved 
by timely rains and promises a larger 
yield than was counted on at any time 
earlier in the season, possibly 2,900,- 
000,000 bushels. 
The hay and forage 
crops are excellent, so that the situa­ 
tion as to m eat supply and dairy pro­ 
ducts is improved. 
The w’heat yield 
is about the same as last year. 
The I'rice Situation. 
Following the signing of the arm is­ 
tice came several months of uncer­ 
tainty about prices. 
The govern­ 
ment dropped out of the markets as 
a buyer, it was known to have large 
stocks of supplies, which it would 
have to dispose of, the millions of 
men in the arm y were to be returned 
to industry and 
the 
war industries 
were to be demobilized; the general 
conclusion was that a fall of prices 
must follow’. 
The situation, however, w’as strong­ 
er than appeared. 
Retail trade con­ 
tinued heavy, and merchants had to 
buy quite freely in the spring. The 
European

foodstuffs 
raised prices for these commodities, 
and this made any general reduction 
of wages and of industrial costs in 
the near future improbable. 
As the 
situation became more settled, busi­ 
ness revived, 
goods 
proved 
to be 
scare and prices tendered upward. 
Such a movement is cumulative, and 
by the first of J urn*, stimulated fur­ 
ther by good

prospects, the 
country was in mood to buy every­ 
thing from good clothes to automo­

Weimar, Germany, September 9.— 
Daniel Stuecklen, a member of the 
National Assembly, recently told the 
social democratic party of which he is 
a leader that there were 840,000 Ger­ 
man prisoners of war 
in 
French 
hands, 195,000 in English hands, 50,- 
C00 in American and 20,000 m ilitary 
and 80,000 civil prisoners in Siberia. 
The 
French, 
Stuecklen 
asserted, 
treated German prisoners more harsh­ 
ly than any of th£ other nations. 
He 
said there W’ere no complaints to make 
regarding the treatm ent of prisoners 
by the authorities of the other coun­ 
tries. 
Private German charities, he 
an­ 
nounced, had raised 10,000,000 marks 
for prisoners and the government had 
provided 150,000,000 marks for them. 
‘Every prisoner on returning home,” 
he said, “will receive 800 marks re­ 
lief money unless he is accused of 
treason in deserting from the army 
and going over to the enemy. 
Six 
hundred marks w’ill be given prison­ 
ers in exceptional cases if the com­ 
munity is willing to furnish 150 of 
that amount. 
“After being discharged 
and 
de­ 
mobilized each prisoner receives a 
gratuity of 50 marks and pay for 
eight weeks, which equals another 800 
marks. 
Germany will take similar 
measures for relum ing German civil­ 
ians.”

from Rumania 
brought 28 wounded German officers 
who had been interned at Temesvar, 
including General Koch and Schoch.

The principal amendments pro­

S’ork was there, with half the nation 
besides. The broad avenue w’as bank­ 
ed from the far end of Central Park 
to W ashington 
Square 
with dense 
masses of humanity. 
Thousands stood where there were 
room only for hundreds. 
Every roof 
and every window along the way was 
packed with spectators. 
At least a 
hundred thousand sat 
in 
the city’s 
grandstand and those erected by spec­ 
ulators. The cheapest seats were five 
dollars.

Austin, September 9.—The* pathetic 
-tory of the victory of science over 
the lowly prospector is relatc*d once 
more in the* history of Pilot Knob, or 
Treasure Mountain, near Austin. 
This knob, which rises, abruptly 
from the surrounding level country, 
has attracted the att<*ntion of many; 
arid dreams of treasure beneath its 
surface have caused the sinking of 
three* thirty-foot shafts into its sides, 
while numerous shallow excavations 
hate been made. 
These* shafts struck a stratum of 
recck through which it was impossible 
to penetrate by ordinary means, and 
they were abandoned. 
The irony is that tests conducted in 
the laboratories of the University of 
Texas showed this rock stratum to 
be ne*phelite basalt, or trap rock, one 
of the hardest formations of nature. 
It withstands a crushing pressure of 
up to 62,(HK) pounds per inch; while 
ordinary granite breaks down at 18,- 
000 pounds. 
As a surfacing material 
for roads which beur heavy traffic, 
it is unequalled. 
This deposit, which 
is one-half mile wide and TIM) feet 
thick, is only six miles from a trunk 
line railroad, and with the increased 
road building activity in Texas it is 
expected to Im* very valuable.

ditions under which they had arisen 
had changed. 
The Bull Moose party 
suffered one national defeat and dis­ 
appeared because it did not advocate 
any essential principle of government, 
its platform dealing 
entirely 
with 
passing economic and political ques 
tions, but not so with the democratic 
party. 
It deals with principles; prin 
ciples which are as eternal as God 
and as essential to the preservation 
of this government as healthy blood is 
to the life of a man. 
“ On the score of objections to these 
principles I have heard of only three: 
“ I. That we were undertaking to 
overturn prohibition. 
“2. That we were undertaking to dc 
feat woman suffrage. 
“3. That we oppose the ratification 
of the existing covenant of the pro­ 
posed league of nations.”

Answering these 
objections,

Paragraph 3 of the depuration of 
principles is the one under which it it 
I aimed that we are opposed to pro­ 
hibition. 
I ask you to read that 
paragraph carefully. 
It asserts our 
adherence to the wise arrangem ent 
which reserves to each state in this 
union the exclusive right to regulate, 
far as any government may prop­ 
erly regulate, the habits and occupa­ 
tions of its own people, and we arc 
opposed to all measures which will in 
purpose or effect deprive these stat* 
of that l ight. That has been the doe- 
trine of the democratic party from th*, 
beginning. 
It is a principle which to 
all democratic minds it is essential 
to maintain in 
government 
if

would preserve the form of govern­ 
ment which our forefathers organiz 
*1 under our constitution.

vention which is expected to remain 
in session for two weeks or more, will 
be one of the most important in the 
history of the organization. 
The principal m atters to be decided 
are the demands to be made on the 
coal operators affecting wages, hours 
and conditions of labor. For the past 
two years miners have been working 
under a contract made in Washington 
in November, 1917, which was to last 
until March 31, 1920, or “until the ex­ 
piration of the war.” 
The miners will consider the war 
ended when the senate ratifies the 
peace treaty. 
According to William Green, inter­ 
national secretary-treasurer of the or­ 
ganization, the W age and 
hour 
de­ 
mands, although subject to change, 
are substantially: 
A six hour day instead of eight- 
hour day; a five-day week instead of 
six and an increase in wages of from 
25 to 40 per cent. 
It is contended that the miner has 
to donate the time required to enter 
the mine (often a considerable dis­ 
tance) just as mule drivers in the 
mine have to put up their animals 
after a day’s work, on their own tim e; 
the motorman to care for his motors, 
etc. “We are forced to demand short­ 
er hours and a shorter week because 
of the unemployment at the mines,” 
Mr. Green said. 
Miners now* are paid a certain sum 
for every ton of coal mined. 
Oper­ 
ators have claimed miners can make 
$15 a day. 
Union officials assert, 
however, the average—counting time 
of layoff—will not run more than $6 
day.

It is possible for a farm er, by in­ 
telligent and careful management, to 
clear one thousand dollars from five 
acres in sweet potatoes without in­ 
terfering with the time which he 
has to give to his other crops, accord­ 
ing to D. O. Price, county farm dem­ 
onstration agent for Madison county, 
in a statem ent given out while he 
was in Bryan Friday. 
Five acres of Brazos county land 
can easily be made to yield one thous­ 
and bushels of potatoes, Mr. Price as­ 
serts, by the proper cultivation and 
preparation of the soil, and if Bryan 
had a potato curing house where far­ 
mers could bring in their potatoes and 
store them until the spring the crop 
would then find a m arket at from 
$2.00 to $2.25 a bushel. He estimates 
that something like thirty dollars an 
acre would cover all legitim ate ex- 
p* nse of preparing for and taking 
care of the crop, so that Mr. Price 
believes, after all

made for losses and short yields, the 
five acre plot ought to net the far­ 
mer a thousand dollars without in­ 
terfering with his regular crops.
